DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 22, 23, 25-29, and 31-44 are allowed. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art fails to disclose or to render completely obvious a disposable cup 
for a spray gin having a vent device in its bottom, the vent having a manually adjustable 
element in a tubular body for opening and closing the valve and to a users desired 
position so that paint flowing out of the cup and into he sprayer is monitored by the user, 
and where the vent site in a recesses portion of the cup.
